YONGTAEK—With the 
flip of a switch, history 
was made once again 
July 4, When Senior Air- 
man Bruce Olson signed 
on at 10 am, the first American 
Forces Korea Network {(AFKN) af- 
filiate radio station to be opened in 36 
years was officially “On Air’ here at 
Camp Humphreys. 

Radio Camp Humphreys, broad- 
casting loud and clear on 1440 AM 
and 101.5 FM, began with the 
news—one of the single most impor- 
tant missions of the network. 

The forerunner of today’s AFKN 
came to Korea for the first time in 
1945 with three stations. It dis- 
banded the next year, to return in 
1950 with the beginning of the 
Korean War. 

Operating six mobile and one non- 
mobile station, Radio ‘‘Home- 
steader” in Pusan remained in place 
throughout the war. With the hub of 
operations in Yongsan with Radio 
“Vagabond” a majority of the time. 
the stations have remained on the air

Hello again, and welcame to Musings of the Members. Were going to find out from Bill 
Hardy how his spouse feels about his hobby ... and, no surprise, she goes along with it, hi! 
Our theme Musing participation has declined drastically recently, but DX conditions have 
improved at the same time, so I think 1°11 just let the themes slide for now so we can 
concentrate on the DX. And so, on with it ... 


Bill Hardy - 2301 Pacific Ave. - Aberdeen, WA 98520 

Long time no Muse; 1986 was a very busy year! I missed the last two theme 
Musings, as a former column editor (Sports Networks late 1970’s and early 1980’s), andasa 
former clock-radio DxX’er. I did all my DX’ing on a clock radio 1971-73 until Nancy and her 
HE-30 moved west. Among my catches were two fram Peni and a few 10,000-watt Colombians. 
But I’m making time while Billy sleeps to write about my wife’s opinion of this hobby. I 
can sum it up with something that happened today, Jan. 11: While I was in the kitchen with 
Billy, my wife Nancy was in the other room, logging KSPT-1400 Idaho, a station I haven’t 
heard in all my years of DX“ing! We often DX together, but lots of times we DX alone. I°11 
DX while Nancy sleeps; she'll DX sunset skip while I’m at work. There is a friendly 
competition. I had a 13-year head start at this location and was up to 450 stations when 
Nancy moved here. For many years I totalled about 70 more stations than Nancy, about 50 
being stations which had changed calls prior to 1973. Now I’m up to 960 stations heard, and 
Nancy is only 27 behind me! In recent years she has logged same stations which have then 
changed calls or frequency before I got around to trying for them, so her list of 
"exclusive" loggings is getting longer! I must tell all of you that it is delightful to 
have a wife who shares so many of my interests, including DX’ing. The high points of recent 
DX’ing have been in Nancy’s DDXD-West column, but I know that many of you enjoy the 
chronological listing of catches as Ernie Cooper recently mentioned. I like both formats, 
the "by-frequency" of DDXD and "by date" of Musings, and NRC has both, which is one of the 
club’s strengths. Sun. 12-14 brought new station KMJY-700 Newport, WA, "Magic 700" with 
country music at 7 am PST, trading places with CKRD-700 (recently moved from 850) ending 
news a few minutes later, both in null of KGRV’s religion. 12-15, 6 pm got a firm ID from 
CKBX~840 with AdCon mx, “CKWL and CKBX" ID and news, good conditions in all directions with 
WAS and KSWB in also! Logged them years ago on 1240, my farthest-north graveyarder. 

Sat. 12-27 got a call change in KSGR-1340 Nampa, Idaho, ex-KNPA/KXTC/KAIN, "Solid Gold 
Radio" with rock oldies, 1:54 am while waiting for an ID fom a most-wanted of 15 years, KWVR 
Enterprise, OR. This little graveyarder inthe mountains of northeastern Oregon used to have 
just 250 watts and "specified hours" of 6 am to 6 pm, making it the last Oregon station to 
be logged by many in the Northwest (but not for me —- KRNS-1230, KJDY-1400, and same 
daytimers still elude me.). Recently, though, a new owner put in an efficient 1000-watt 
transmitter, and is now 24-hour NSP. Thanks to a tip from Phil Bytheway, I heard their 2 am 
ID very nicely, they have country msic via Satellite Music Network. Sun. 12-28 at midnight 
{or Mon. 12-29 if you prefer) we heard our first Alaskan of the season, KBBI-890 Homer, 
recently moved fram 1250 kHz which we hadn*t logged. On 890, though, they are relatively 
clear after the Sunday night 11 pm PST (midnight MST) sign-off of KDXU and are making it to 
California during the next two hours until their own 1 am (midnight Alaska time) sign-off. 
They are a noncammercial station with classical music, so the only ID’s are on the hour. 
And as has been reported, KGNW’s religious format, formerly on 1150 Seattle, is now on 820 
Burien-Seattle, ex-KQIN which was dark for two months. 1150 is now KEZX, a soft-rock outlet 
for KEZX-98.9. The official change took place 12-31, but KGNW-1150 programming was 
simulcast on KQIN-820 for about a week prior to that, something probably unprecedented in 
the U. S., although it’s become fairly common in Canada. CKRD rana "test" program on 700 
for a week or two before moving fom 850, and then had a message on 850 for a week saying

My 5th definite new one was a call change, WWAZ-790, after 6 pmon 1-5. On 1-8, I got 
country #67 and my 6th new station, Radio Grenada-535 after 7:25 pm. That same day, on 
Sheldon Harvey’s tip, I had WVAL-660 Sauk Rapids, MN on the Superadio II with an oldies 
format, and a definite logging just before 6 pn 1-10. I was quite surprised how they 
upsurged at the last mament and gave the gears to WNBC. On top of that, at sunset on 1-11 I 
logged another new TA which was Rame-1323 just before 5 pm. My totals now are 1675 logged 
and 1579 veries after BCB DX”ing on-and-off since 1960. ; : 

The HQ-180A has proved a valuable addition to my shack and sometimes picks out splits 
better than the R-390A. However, as expected, it is prone to overloads fran "transmitter 
alley" on the south shore after their sunset pattern changes. On balance, a big THANK YOU 
to George Hakiel for this set!! Early in January, I mailed Canadian stamps to Hank Holbrook 
and Dante Monteferino. I trust they got through OK. In a few months, Canada’s rates will 
go up, to 36 cents domestic, 42 cents USA, and 73 cents overseas. ; : 

My only new verie is WRSG-1360. I hope this Musing makes it into the "theme" issue 
with my recollections of DX on "third level" radios. (Sorry, didnt receive it until a 
Tuesday -pls) Over the years, they’ve supplemented my prime and backup sets with many 
pleasant surprises. My first unusual experience was with my brother’s clock radio in the 
spring of 1961. He had a penchant for running it late with a phone-in show fran CKGM-980. 
My DX‘er’s ears could pick out the audio from his adjacent bedroom, and I kept hearing music 
behind the talk. After a while, I put two and two together, checked the local Ch’ Fr 
outlet, and realized it was network shows fram CBV-980. Later that year, Santa Claus gave 
me a cheap pocket transistor set and I found it could "do things" when I rotated it. ! 
picked off WROC and CKCV through local CJMS-1280, and later grabbed WHEN-620 right through 
WAX. In bed in the dark in 1-62, I gave it a whirl as a pint-sized "DX Machine". Alter a 
pleasing reception of KSL-1160, I stumbled across a new logging, an ET from WHYN-1600. 


Around the same time, Granny’s 1930°s Philco console was moved back and forth all over the 
house and spent same time parked in my bedroom. Before the birth of CKLM-1570, my prime 
set, an AR-88D, was useless on 1580 at sunset because of a combined spur from CFCF-600 and 
CKGM-980. The Philco had no such fault and snared me WCLS, WKIG, and WORG, on 1580 in 
11-61. Subsequently it also bagged WNOE-1060 and 6 other good ones. 

After the Philco conked out, I fell back on a 5-tube 1938-vintage "Howard 430" as a 
bedroam set. Fram 1963-1967, it served me well during insamniac interludes and getting 
dressed in the morning. It coughed up 14 new ones, including CBNC-1190, a 40-watt 
Newfoundland LPRT. My last such experiences were in 1977. My Sony clock radio unexpectedly 
proved priceless when the WBBO-780 test was inaudible on my other sets. It alone picked out 
their march music, to my great delight. At the end of that year it also surprised me by 
outperforming the TRF with my initial logging of CJVL-1360. Whats the conclusion?? You 
can do fairly well on domestics without a fancy set!! 73. 


P. Weeks - 775 Reid St. - Fredericton, NB E3B 3V8 

Time once again for a brief Musing, prampted by my further experiences using the 
Connelly phaser plus the exceptional openings on long-wave these days. I should note that 
according to the BBC publication "London Calling", the 200 kHz frequency is used for the 
World Service to northern Europe fram UTC 0100 to 0530, and otherwise it is part of Radio 4, 
the domestic news, information and talk network. Also, BBC-693 is “Radio 2" with MOR pop 
music and same interviews and brief news bulletins. 

Some of the really good openings have been USSR-171, East Germany~177 which have often 
risen to quite readable levels for speech intelligibility. I have also heard signals on 263 
(Moscow), 227 (Poland) which is the first time for me here. Also, on a couple of channels, 
contrary to the usual steadiness of long-wave reception, there have been cases of flutter 
and fadeouts with competing signals - such as West Germany and Rumania on 153 kHz and what 
appears to be Morocco (in French) and USSR on 171 kHz. I would be curious if anyone had 
information on the long-wave transmitters. I imagine that at that wave-length, they must 
consist of horizontals at least 1/2 mile long. Very high powers are not unusual - like 2 
million watts for those in France, Saarlouis, Luxembourg, and Moscow. 

I have found the use of a tape-recorder patched into my Yaesu FRG-7700 receiver 
invaluable for checking and making detailed reception reports, with repeated chances to make 
out words. For the thorny problem of keeping track of the tracks, I have inserted voiced 
announcements via the mike. I can switch back and forth as a regular feature of the Uher 
tape machine, but I imagine most members would have to remember to disconnect the patch-cord 
first before speaking. Also, I have noted on the tape label just the date and the 
frecuency, so I can match that up to the written log-sheets. 

I was thinking that, for those who use such procedures, one could edit these reception 
bits into a scan of the band in order of frequency - including the best reception on any 
given channel. This would allow people to exchange tapes of convenient and interesting band 
surveys fran selected locations. I should perhaps do up the tape I made right on the beach 
of southern Spain. 

Also greatly enhancing listening pleasure has been the connecting of a 3-way reasonably 
good audio speaker directly to the speaker output of the Yaesu. When conditions are good, 
you can enjoy the varied music that comes in. I enjoy the classical music from WOXR-1560, 
which is clear and strong here, the variety of jazz, pop, and folk on Norway-1314, or the 
various Arabic music stations. One does get away from the tinny sound so typical of 
commnications sets. Since we are broadcast DxX’ers, we might as well enjoy good sound. 
Mind you, good speakers don’t hide the low-pitched hets, or "growls", but that is part of 
the "data" we’re collecting anyway. Well, enough for now. 73’s. 


Carl Dabelstein - 8209 W. 78th St. - Overland Park, KS 66204 

New catches have been only minimal during the first half of the DX season. 
Having to spend two weeks on business in Anchorage during September and five weeks in 
Sacramento in Sept.-Oct. really limited my time at the dials. On 9-1 I noticed a brand-new 
TIS station operating from Kansas City International airport on 1610 kHz. Their 10 watts 
really gets out. I am about 30 miles away at the home QTH, and have heard them on the car 
radio as far as Lawrence. 9-9 brought the s/on of WPRC-1370 Lincoln, IL at 7. On 10-25 I 
heard KTEK-1110 Alvin, TX signing off under KFAB at 7:45. KWEZ~1440 Monroe, LA dominating 
the channel on 10-26 with BZL mx at 5:55 am. DX test from KSRA-960 heard surprisingly well 
on 10-27. 11-3 brought both the WOKN DX test and KFGQ f/c. I usually check the f/c list 
when scheduling DX tests to avoid duplication, but in this case just forgot. Later that day 
I noted semi-local KICT-550 Salina with first day on the new call, simulcasting the FM r&r 
programming. At 7 pm the s/off of KMOZ-1590 Rolla, MO heard fairly well. On 11-13 
KKGZ-1010 Brush, CO covering the frequency at 6:30 pm. Log taken on KFQX-1470 Abilene, TX 
at 6:01 am on 11-14 with nx and r&r. The DX test from KSIV-1320 ON 11-15 was heard on 11-15 
surprisingly poor. Previous ET’s heard under their prior calls were all quite strong. The 
KLPZ test scheduled for 11-17 was not aired due to last-miniute transmitter problems. Not 
sure whether KSVA was on as not heard and they have yet to answer my letter. KICR test on 
1530 was heard quite well both o/u WKY. CJFT-530 was finally heard well enough for a 
report on 12-5 at 7 pm. We have a local beacon at the Johnson County airport operating on 
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the same frequency. Final new catch on 1986 was KINX-1]420 in Lufkin, ''X with Satlelite Net 
nx on 12-31 at 5 am. The KRMX-690 test was heard weak on 1-5. ‘That was the third DX test 
run for the NRC by Mr. Ball. He ran a test for me over KPUB-1480, Pueblo in 1974 and over 
the 1270 Bay Springs, TX station back in the “50°s. He’s our kinda CE! On 1-7, WMRE-1510 
in Boston was really coming in well over WLAC at 5:58. ‘This is the first time I have heard 
them since they were WMEX. Finally, the s/on of WwWJ-1560, Paoli, IN heard at 6. Latest 
veries have been v/l’s from KVIN-1470, KKZX-1170, WMGO-1370, KKGZ-1010, KLSS-1010, 
KMOZ~1590, WRVR-680, WRIG-1390, KRZZ-1240, KFQX-1470, KICT-550, CJFT-530, KWEZ-1440, and the 
TIS-1610. V/f£‘s from KHAT-1530, KLDI-1210, KSRA-960, KTCR-1530, KSIV-1320. ‘Total veries 
now at 2,275. 

A few weeks ago I had a chance to talk to former NRC’er Rob Keeney while I was in 
Austin, TX on business. Rob is doing same DXing these days. (Sign “im up! -pls) Although 
I have a couple more DX tests scheduled, I won't have time to send out any more request 
letters. I had hoped my setting some tests up would stimulate others to do so, but as has 
seemed to be the case in the past, it hasn*t. As for Emie Cooper’s camments a few weeks 
back about only putting special tip type infommtion in the DX Digests, I agree. I have 
been an NRC member since 1959 when I was 13 years old, and Musings was always intended to be 
used for reporting DX, veries, and other "brags".

WIRY-980 + WPYX sold to Griffin Broadcasting (as in Merv), same owners as 
WPOP-1410/WIOF Hartford KRCK-1500 CP revoked, station dark since 10-84 ... WKBW (?? 
-pls)-1520 to oldies format except 1800-0200 keeps talk, had a reunion weekend 11~-14/16 - 
anyone have any tape of it? ... Texar, a radio/IV audio processor equipment manufacturer has 
petitioned the FCC to set a single standard for AM stereo. They ran an ad in "Radio and 
Records" during the summer calling for stations to join together to save AM, Citing that 
Sony had discontinued most of its AM stereo consumer radios already. I had to call about 30 
stores trying to find an SRF-A100 AM stereo rx and wound up going to a Sony distributor in 
Mountainside, NJ to get one; at least it cost only $47 ... Rich McMillan upped from being 
just part of WLS Larry Lujack show to being Asst. PD and MD ... Todd Halliday moves fran 
WCRO-1230 Johnstown PA to PD, MD at WFBG-1290 Altoona ... WQBA-1140 authorized to get a 
check for over $700,000 in compensation for the station having to change transmitter 
location and pattern to offset Cuban interfernce; station has to get the money from the U. 
S. Information Agency I found out about Cuban interference when trying to tape 
controversial Neil Rogers on WINZ-940, who ID’s as dual city Miami-Fort Lauderdale. In Fort 
Lauderdale, and even part of the way down I-95 to Miami, there’s that ticking and beep every 
minute behind WINZ, and it took going to Miami Shores before WINZ was clear with no QRM ...
